and kept fcholes of Philoſophy, as we do of Grammer, 
in ſuch fozt,thatmany attained to the knowledge, conſis

TOfthe Cardinall of Luxenburg, and of the good 
Wife that would makeher Sonne a Prieſt, and 
how the ſaid Cardinall named hymſelf Phiſpor. 


Uring the Raigne-of Lewys French King , the 

twelueth of that name, there was a Cardinall of 

the houſe of Luxeburg, who was Biſhop of Mans, 

and kept commbly at his manoꝛ at Mans, being a 
man of great and loned and honozed of his 
Dioceſſers,like a Pzince,moze like then a Pzelate. And 
with his honoz he died a certaine familiarity, that made 
him the better betoued of þ People, and alſo he was full 
of his flouts in time and place, and he loved to Jeſt, and 
would take it in god part to be ieſted withall. Upon a 
dap, there came befoze him a god Wife of the Countrey 
(as he was bent to giue eare to all commers,)the which 
wife, after that he had kneled down befoze him, and re- 
tetued his bleCCing (as they vſed very deuoutly in thoſs 
dayes ) the began to ſay vnto him: my Lo2d, and it like 
your grace, with all reuerente be it ſpoken, J haue a ſon 
that is twentie peare old and better, and is Clarke god 
enough, fo2 he hath gone a ptere to Schale in our pariſh, 
I would faine haue dim made a P2teft , if it were pour 
pleaſure foaccept him. In faith ſaid þ Cardinal, it ſhould 
wel done god wife, let him be made one: yea Sir(ſaidthe 
fimple wife )buf there is a thing Jfeare me will let him:

The gad wife went her way 
very well pleaſed and content, to haue had ſo god an an- 
were of the Biſhop,and tonld all her Neighbours what 
my L o2de bad done foz her, After this, the ſaid Cardinal 
that had a delight to repeate ſuch ſtoꝛies, would name 
himſelf Philpot fo2 pleaſute, and ſaid that his name was 
no moze Phillip,ſo that often tymes he was called Phil- 
pot, wherat he would laugh, after the manner of Augu- 
Ntus Cæſar, who laned to Jeſt many tymes, and be con- 
tent to be ieſted withall, as appeareth by this common 
talae of him, and of a young man that came to Rome, 
who was in face ſo like Themperour,that there was na 
difference to diſcerne betweene them, and was loked at 
and ve wed of all the People of the Ciitie. Wherof Au- 
gultus,hauing knowledge, ſaid vnto him vppon a time: 
tell me poung man, hath pour Pother byn at any fyme 
in the Cytie of Rome. The yongmi that vnderſtod wel 
the Emperours meaning, aunſwercd : and it like pour 
maieſtie, my Bother came neuer yet to this Cittie as 1 
haue hard her (ay, hut my Father hath bin here diverſe 
e ſundzy times, ſo h bythis aunſwere, he gave vnto Au-
